These were 
moderate at first, until Bela Kun, 
a leader of the radicals, gained 
control and instituted a veritable 
reign of terror. After a few 
months, however, he was over- 
thrown, largely through the pres- 
sure of the Rumanian advance, and 
fled to Austria, where he has since 
remained,despite repeated requests 
by the Hungarian Government for 
his extradition. Hungary has now 
swung to the opposite extreme, 
and is strongly reactionary and 
imperialistic. Atrocities are re- 
ported to have been committed by 
the “White” element rivaling those 
of the “Red” regime. The army js 
officered by the Junker element, 
ard Horthy, the new Protector, is 
believed to be planning for the 
return to the throne of some mem- 
ber of the Hapsburg family. 



























































The Millennium Monument in Budapest, 
which suffered from the vandalism of the 
“Red” terrorists under the Communist 
regime of Bela Kun. The monument, 
which was most impressive, had been 
erected to commemorate a thousand years 
of Hungarian history.

Paris Resumes Its Carnival 


Celebration 
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HE French, like other Latin nations, differ from 
the Anglo-Saxors in that they do not “take 
. ~ their pleasures sadiy.” There is a reticence in 
Americans and Englishmen that prevents them from 
giving free utterance to their emotions. They find 
it difficult to “let themselves go” with the unre- 
strained abandon that characterizes the nations of 
Southwestern Europe. For that reason, so-called car- 
A nivals have never realized their name in this country, 
except to some extent in New Orleans, where the 
French blood and spirit still exist. Paris, for the 
first time since the war, has resumed its annual car- 
nival, which occurs as Spring approaches, and re- 
ports from the French capital indicate that it was 
celebrated with a great deal of its oldtime zest and 
gayety. One of the most interesting features was 
the election of the “queens,” consisting of a dozen 
of the most charming and beautiful girls in Paris. 
The distinction is one that is eagerly sought, and the 
ones who are chosen are supposed to hold that rank 
for a year. Still more desired is the rank of the 
“Queen of Queens,” which is given to the most beau- 
tiful of the favored dozen. This year the palm was 
given to Mlle. Lucile Bataille, who is shown 
on this page leaving the Elysee Palace, just after 
she had been received by the President, Paul Des- 
chanel. The procession comprised numerous and 
elaborate floats, and was witnessed by an enormous 
and joyous crowd of Parisians.

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Evictions and Rent Strikes 
in New York City 








HE shortage in housing and.the growth in population have 
sent the figures for rent to dizzy heights. That part of this 
increase is justified by increased taxes and heavier costs in re- 

pairing and maintaining the buildings is generally acknowledged. 
But public indignation has been aroused by the greed of many land- 
lords, who believe in putting on “all that the traffic will bear.” In 
many cases rents have doubled, sometimes trebled, and the situa- 
tion has become so acute that bills have been prepared in the New 
York Legislature which declare that a public emergency exists that 
impairs the freedom of contract and that therefore the increase of 
rent shall be limited to 20 or 25 per cent. Any further inerense 
throws the burden of proof on the landlords to show before a.ciurt 
that the increase is justified and reasonable. There is every pros 
pect that the bills will be passed and immediately become law. In 
the meantime, heart-rending scenes of eviction are becoming com- 
mon, tenants are threatening “direct action,” and the situation is 
undeniably serious.
